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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

I. Claims 1 , 2, 14, 15, 23-27 and 41-49, drawn to an actuator having unitary 
member with inner deformable portion, classified in class 359, subclass 
291. 

II. Claims 3, 10-13, 16-22, 28-32 and 40, drawn to a housing module 
including a member having a deformable reflective portion, classified in 
class 359, subclass 298. 

III. Claims 4-9, 33-39 and 50-65, drawn to a housing module having means 
for moving a light beam to a plurality of focal points at least along beam 
axis, classified in class 359, subclass 814. 

The inventions listed as Groups I, II and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the patentability of 
one invention does not depend on patentability of another invention, and each invention 
has a separate utility. For example, the invention I can be used as a switching device 
that can direct light to a broad range of directions, and this cannot be performed by 
invention II due to restriction resulting from configuration of the housing. As to invention 
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III, its device can be used in recording system. This capability cannot be carried out by 
either invention I or invention II. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
preserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
